Accidents in Wisconsin last year 


took a toll of more than 1,000 lives, 
according to reports 
compiled by 


the state board of health. Violence, 
including a number of classifica- 
tions other than accidents, cost the 
state 1,835 lives during the year. 


The largest item of 
accidental 


fatalities during the year was au- 
tomobile accidents,

252 deaths, the review shows, mak- 
ing an average of 21 lives lost dur- 
ing each of the 12 months of the 
year.

Urges New Ideal In 


Schools; Says Biology 


Should Be Required 


(By A Madison Educator) 


Plans have been formulated here by a group of titizens 


for the gradual reorganization of the schools. This reorgan- 
ization contemplates a change in the aim or ideal motivating 
the educational process, and also in the emphasis placed upon 
certain subjects in the curriculum. At present, the education- 
al aim is to produce individuals who will 'become successful in 
whatever they undertake; and success implies an ability to 
secure money, wealth, or power. The present curriculum 
places greatest emphasis upon commercial subjects, mathe- 
matics and languages. 
The new ideal contemplates a high 


mental and physical development of the individual as the most 
worthy aim of education and holds that all other considera- 
tions should be subordinate to this aim. Communities com- 
posed of happy, healthy, normal individuals capable of inde* 
pendent thinking, need few poor houses, asylums or penal in- 
stitutions. In a community composed of morally enlightened 
individuals, a material competency for all is not difficult of at- 
tainment. 
Therefore, in education as in religion, if we seek 


righteousness first, all other needful things will be added unto 
us and civilization will progress to higher levels. 


In order to accomplish this ®- 


change in ideal, the education 
of children must be based upon 
an 
understanding 
of 
their 


needs. And -what do they need? 
They need 
proper conditions 


for the development of their 
inborn powers. 
They need to 


understand life. Not life as it 
is lived in the slums, nor in 
high society, nor in the busi- 
ness world: but life as it ex- 
ists in all that breathes 
and 


moves and reproduces its kind. 
Only through and by means of 
this knowledge can they under- 
slind their own being and 
learn to adapt 
conditions 
to 


their needs. Only by studying 
at first hand, but under wise 
guidance, the objects of nature 
•which are the 
source of all 


knowledge 
and. power, 
can 


their mental powers develop. 
With an understanding of life 
and its possibilities will 
come 


a gradual rise in the quality of 
human life, so that material 
possessions will 
be 
assigned 


their proper 
but 
subordinate 


place in civilization. 


Children have suffered 
long 


enough from 
forcible 
mental 


feeding. Too long have we at- 
tempted to educate children as 
if memory were the only men- 
tal faculty they possess, and 
as if the subjects presented to 
them were of greater import- 
ance than the children 
them- 


selves. If they are to develop 
ns nature obviously 
intended, 


they must be permitted to see, 
hear, 
think, end judge for 


themselves. 
Only through ex- 


ercise will their facilities grow 
normally and a training which 
fits them for fatherhood 
and 


motherhood, 
whatever 
their 


chosen vocation may be, 
will 


assure us of the highest civili- 
zation. 


But how can we require this 


work to be done in the elemen- 
tary schools with 710 teachers 
prepared to present it proper- 
ly? 
Has it occurred to any- 


body that 
the nine Normal 


Schools, and 
the 
27 county 


training schools, which the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin support 
are 


designed for the very purpose 
of preparing teachers in what- 
ever subjects are 
offered 
in 


the schools? 
If biology were 


required in the elementary and 
secondary schools, there would 
be, within a very short time, an 
arr.ple supply of 
teachers 
of 


the subject. The Normal schools 
would be obliged to require bi- 
ology of all students who wish 
to prepare for 
touching. 
At 


present they offer the 
subject 


only as an elr^tive. 
In 
one 


Xormal school with an enroll- 
ment of about 
1,400, 
eleven 


students 
are registered 
this 


year in zoology, and thirteen in 
botany. Less than 2 per cent 
of the total enrollment receive 
training 
in 
subjects 
which, 


when adeuately studi-d, are so 
essential to 
L.U 
understanding 


of the children. 
The time has 


gone by when teachers can be 
concerned wholly with subjects 
We must demand that the chil- 
dren 
themselves 
become 
the 


greatest concern of the teach- 
ers and the 
schools, and no 


teacher can do justice to 
so 


complex a being as a child un- 
less 
she has 
had 
adequate 


training in biology.. 


Since every 
teacher 
needs 


training in this subject regard- 
less of '-he special subjects she 
expects to teach, biology should 
be required of every student 
who is preparing to become a 
teacher. 


If the reader will look over 


the courses of study in the nor- 
mal schools he will find that it 
will not be so difficult to re-ar- 
range and adapt these courses 
to include a required course in 
biology. As is known, candi- 
dates for admission to a normal 
school in Wisconsin 
must be 


graduates of an accedited high 
school, a. training,school, or a 
college; or holders of a. first 
grade county certificate, or an 
unlimited state certificate, with, 
several years' experience in 
teaching included with the two 
last named classes. Obviously, 
such students have received suf- 
ficifnt training 
in arithmetic, 


algebra, geography, U. S. his- 
tory, and English grammar, to 
teach these subjects in the ele- 
mentary schools when they shall 
have required a knowledge of 
methods of 
presenting 
them, 


and the matter of methods will 
not prove difficult -when teach- 
ers have a better 
understand- 


ing of the children themselves. 
But as one looks over the bulle- 
tins one finds that arithmetic, 
English, End 
kindred subjects 


are required in most courses of- 
fered in '.he normal 
schools, 


and, as I have pointed out, bio- 
logy is offered as an elective 
-with the result that few who do 
not expect to teach the nibject 


register for it. 
If time now 


used in the r.ormal schools for 
further study of the elementary 
subjects, already pursued by the 
students in the elementary and 
secondary schools, were given 
to courses 
in 
biology, there 


would bo ample time for the 
subject. Gome laboratory equip- 
ment for presenting biology ia 
already possessed by the nor- 
mal schools; additional equip- 
ment and teachers can be se- 
cured on demand. 


It is encouraging to know 


that the change in the curricu- 
lum contemplated by the intro- 
duction of biology as a requir- 
ed subject in the normal and 
elementary schools, has emin- 
ent demand. Dr. Tigert, U. S. 
commissioner 
of 
education, 


says: "The bureau of education 
fully recognizes the importance 
of the study and thi. practical 
application of the natural sci- 
ences to everyday 
life in the 


education of the child, and be- 
lieves that the subject should 
receive special attention in the 
kindergarten and the element- 
ary grades. To secure the best 
results the subject should 
be 


made an integral part of the 
school course, 
recognized as

A new thread to be used by sur- 


geons in closing wound after oper- 
ations, and which is rapidly gaining 
in popularity in the medical world, 
is the invention of Prof. Louis Kah- 
lenberg of the chemistry 
depart- 


ment of the university and was per- 
fected as a result of an accident 
which befell the professor six years 
ago. 


In a fall in his office Prof. Kah- 


lenberg injured hig back in such a 
manner that an operation was ne- 
cessary. He was1 taken to a hospital 
where Dr. Edward H. Ochsner, a 
former schoolmate of the professor, 
now a well known Chicago surgeon, 
cared for him. 


In the hospital he observed surg- 


ical methods and the materials used 
by surgeons. 
His own experience 


caused him to note especially the 
sutures used in the surgeon's needle 
to hold together incisions until they 
heal. 
Those most commonly used 


were horse hair silk, silk worm gut, 
celluloid thread and silver wire. 


There are objections to each of 


them. Perhaps the best of the lot 
is horse hair which has & natural 
covering in which no living cell ,of 
the body attaches itself. Under the 
microscope, however, horse hair is 
shown, to possess a rough surface, 
like a file. Horse hair is of every 
degree of strength and length, and 
it is not easy to obtain in the best 
qualities. 


Silk threads are considerably us- 


ed even now, but the cells of the 
tissue through which it is drawn at- 
tach themselves to silk, and final- 
ly grow into it to such an extent 
that the removal of the thread is a 
painful 
process and it 'sometimes 


leaves scares. Silver wire is expen- 
sive and likely to break in tying 
and twisting, and it is also difficult 
to remove when its service is per- 
formed. 
Silk worm gut lacks flex- 


ibility, is too thick and leaves stitch 
marks. 
Celluloid threads are trou- 


blesome to sterilize. 


These and other difficulties with 


sutures induced Prof. Kahlenberg 
to undertake his special investiga- 
tion at the request of Dr. Ochsner. 
The product of these investigations 


seems to have satisfied the- demands 
of surgery during the three years 
it has been tested. The suture, call- 
ed equiseter.e—the name means a 
horse-hair substitute—is 
manufac-

Denby Should Go

X effort is being made to place the 
mantle of a martyr on the form of 


Secretary of the Navy Denby. The news- 
papers (the same newspapers that con- 
doned the Teapot Dome leases until they' 
became too hot to defend) are seeking to 
get "justice" for Denby. 


Senator Walsh hap won public confi- 


dence with his fearless prosecution of 
the Teapot Dome hearings. 
He has 


avoided factional and partisan flavor. 
Senator Walsh makes this statement: 


"I want to ,«eo Secretary Denby driven 


from office with all the odium that pos- 
sibly attaches to bus going." 


Why this statement? .Because no man 


has a more comprehensive grasp of the 
whole situation than has Senator Walsh.

i-rficer in your department told you about it? 


"Secretary Denby: 
No; I am confident that 


I did. and that I sent for the charts and looked 
it over, and came to my own conclusion about 
it. 
1 am trying to give you, now, my very best 


recollection on the subject. 
There were ONE 


OR TWO OUTSIDERS, whose names I HAVE 
NO IDEA OF. who came . . . . «nd told 
me there was a waste of oil." 


Is that testimony convincing? 
In this connection it must be remem- 


bered that officers in the navy were pro- 
testing against the leasing of the naval 
reserves. Several officers who protested 
too vociferously were gotten out of the 
way by transfers to other posts.

Herein America is a great living exemplar of 
the doctrine of "Love your enemies and do good 
to them that despitefully use you." 


But for the sake of sanity and the unswerv- 


ing truth, do n,ot let us clutter up this noble im- 
pulse by such folly as Bob has written into his 
"Relief for the German People." which you re- 
published on Jan. 21st. 
What bald, not to say, 


crude propaganda! 


The Germans surrendered to Wilson's Four- 


teen Points? 
Not so you could notice it. They 


surrendered to superior force. 
They did not 


give up 
Lo- any other thing. 
Not a principle, 


not an appeal to decency, honor, humanity or 
justice held the Germans for a- minute in any 
connection or any time; nor has any of these 
held them from the oldest traditions of their 
history. 
They have been held, controlled and 


subjected by just one thing: superior might. 
And it was superior might that brought them 
to their knees in abject 
surrender 
in 1018. 


True, they said they yielded to the Fourteen 
Points, just as they also said they surrendered 
to obviate further bloodshed. 
But that was 


fiction. 


Nor, as I remember it. did Bob do much 


quoting of President Wilson at. the time—ex- 
cept to cast asperations on his noble purposes. 
Voluminous quotations—not 
in full but lifted 


out of the context to suit a demagogic purpose 
—will hardly get across at this date. 
Why, if 


such stuff goes unchallenged, we shall soon have 
detailed accounts of the wickedness 
of 
the 


French and Belgians in surreptitiously invad- 
ing helpless Germany in August, 1914. That is 
the logical next step to the ludicrous statement 
that France was a prime mover in the war. 


We shall feed German children, us we fed all 


other children. 
Our only limitation shall be 


imposed by our capacity and the necessary and 
equitable precedence that must, because of said 
limitation of capacity, be accorded the children 
of France, Belgium and Russia. 
We shall do 


this with crying regret that, where children are 
concerned, there should be any necessary lim- 
itation or preference. 
But let us go about it 


with our eyes open to the facts. Let us realize 
that our object is twofold: First, our humani- 
tarian obligation regardless. 
Second, our hope 


that we may thus effect some regeneration in 
a people that is as yet unregenerate. 


1 feel that thus I reflect the sentiments of 


the- many thousands of Americans of German 
antecedents whose forefathers came to Amer- 
ica to obtain what they could not get in Ger- 
many: that real liberty which lies in the equal 
restraint of laws in the making of which they 
have a common and an equal voice; and who, 
when the call came, eagerly went themselves 
and sent their sons to fight for the mainte- 
nance of that liberty. 


I also have in the mind the memory of all 


other Americans who laid down their lives that 
liberty might live. 


We shall join with those Americans, on an, 


equal footing, undistinguished from any others 
—because, to quote Wilson on my own account, 
"America does not think in groups"—to feed 
the hungry, clothe the naked, shelter the house- 
less everywhere, regardless of race, nationality 
or nervous condition of fatuous folly, and do 
ail other duties decently and in order; but let 
us preserve our own intelligence, our memory 
and sense of proportion, as we do this!

[To the Editor]—In a communication from 


Prof. Hibbard published in the Capital Times, 
the professor makes this interesting statement: 
"[ am not n single taxer because I believe in 
private property in land." 
I suppose the fail- 


implication from 
this statement is that the 


single taxer believes in public ownership of 
land. This, of course, is not true, and indicates 
what I always 
thought, namely, that Prof. 


Hibbard does not understand the so-called sin- 
gle tax. 


The single taxer is as strongly in favor of 


private ownership of land as is Prof. Hibbard, 
provided we understand 'the 
same thing by 


| "private ownership." 
Ownership of land is a 


| right created by law. It means the right or 
| privilege of unquestioned and undisturbed pos- 


session and use by the owner, together with the 
right of alienation, subject to the conditions 
imposed by government. The chief of these 
conditions now prevailing is that the owner is 
required to pay annually u> the government 
about one-third..one-fourth or one-fifth of the 
annual ground,vrnl. value in the farm of taxes 
for the. support of the government. 


If this is a sound definition of "private owner- 


ship," the single taxer is a thorough believer 
in private ownership. 
The only difference be- 


tween the professor and the single taxer is that 
the latter would have the government take a 
larger fraction of the annual ground rent for 
public purpose, such ground rent being pro- 
duced by the public, and would remove all taxes 
from labor, industry and business and their 
products.—John Harrington.
